THE DOCTRINE OF PERFECT LOVE 

On revigals—Committee ou revieals submitted 
report No 8. It recommended non-concu: rence 
in the following reaclutions and memoria's: 

On restoration of question in discipline, “Do 
you expect to be made perfect in love in this 
life ?”" 

IT L Boewell, cierical, Memphis conference, 
moved to amend the report by striking out the 
worn “non,” and gave his reasons for proposing 
sotodo. He regarded the question as one of 
very great importance, and he was much sur~ 
prised a year or two ago to find that the ques- 
tion had been omitted. It was geverally sup- 
posed that this question is still in the discipline. 
T ae question refers to one of the oldest and best 
of Bible doctrines. Enoch walked with God 
three hundred years, and attained to perfect 
love, 

H J Adams, clerical, North Georgia confer- 
ence, called the tpsaker to order, and said he had 
gone into a discus ion of the doctrine of perfect 
love. 

Bishop Keener--? do not think he is ont of 


privilege of publishing the Bibie in Japanese as 
a financial enterpriss. The Bible is being spread 
in Rustiain such a way as it never was before 
and it ix impossible tosupply the crying demand 
of the Russian soldiers. The speeker said he 
bad recently receifed from Ur Pierce a ietter 
which had great y cheered and comforted him. 
That venerable man whom he came to cal! fa 
therin Christ, hod written him a letter in which 
as he had a right to do, he doubted if a man 
calied to the Christian ministry had a right to 
turn aside to anything else, but if there was any 
other occupation to which fe might go he had 
chosen next to the ministry in its holiness and 
oeefulness. The sp.aker said he atill cherished 
the cause of Christ, and strove @ earnestly as 
ever topromote it. His remarks were full of 
earnestness and were gratefully receivea by the 
couference. 

BISHOP KEENER’S RESPONSE 
Sishop Keener respond d to the wordsof Dr 
Hunt and said he had felt and seen that the 
werk of the Bibi: society could well precede ihe 
work of missions Re had been in some of the 
foreign fields to which Dr Hunt had referred, 
and couid endorse what be had said in regard to 
the work there. ; 
The effect of the Mexican war was to throw 
the entire country open to the reception of the 
Bible. This was not the object of the war, but 
it had been itsgracious result. He had heard 
whea in Mexico eome remarkabie things which 
it raight not be out of place W state. 
Severa. delegates—“*Go on,”’ ‘ state them.”’ 
The bishop proc 2:edei— 
“A gentleman told me that he was a year or 
two ago travelliog in Mexico,and while ina 
wild part of the coun ry apprehendei danger 
from banditti, He approached a clamp of trees 
as he walked along, and in a littie space 
within he saw some men aitting in 
a circle. He feared that he had 
ruu into the very danger he was trying to avoid, 
but he was discovered and it was too late to 
escape. Hé apprcached the circle and noticed 
thai a venerable cld man was reading to the 
others from a book. ‘he men received him 
politely, as Mexicans usually receive strangers 
ibey invited him to join them, and he soon saw 
from their kind demvi!r tions that they meant 
uo harm to him. Al kkugiu ho weat up to the 
ol@ man and asked what be wa, reading. To 
his surprise and joy he found that he had b-en 
reacing out cf » New Testament published by 


Dr Boswell continued his argument in favor 
of the restoration of the question. It was ne- 
cessary. he said, to instill inte young preachers 
the doctrines of our church.

The questions are already full on the doctrine 
of perfect love, and there is really no need of 
restoring this question which has been stricken 
out. 

J B McFerrin, clerical, Tennesse conference. 
asked when and how the question was left out 
of the discipline. 

Dr Summers made some explanatory state- 
ments on the subject. 

A committee was appointed at New Orleans 
on the revisal of the discipline. They bad 
worked with great zeal and care. Their work 
was submitted at Memphis and the conference 
adopted it. A great many things were left out 
of the discipline simply because they were repe- 
titions. This question was one of many such 
It was considered that the subject was fally cov- 
erei by the other questions. He himself had 
written largely on the question of 
perfec: love, and certainly he 
could have had no reasom to leave out the ques 
tions dogmatically. It was too late in the day 
to raise a question on the subject. 

CG Andrews cierical, Mississippi conference, 
said he rove to occupy the floor for the first time 
in two general conferences. He feased that 
many par's of the discipiine had been carelessly 
reviewed and revieed. He meant no refiecti.n 
ou any general confcrence or any committee o! 
revision. If the question is important ough: we 
not totake it up Ougbt we to leave it out 
merely because it has been omitted by some 
past legislation. ‘he dcctrives of our charch 
must be cleariy and fully expressed in our dis- 
cipline and we cap 0 nowhere else for them. 
I cannot see that the doctrine of perfect love is 
fully taught a: present in our discipline. 
The questions are now too general and do 
not put the doctrine in its strongest 
light The most important question on the great 
doctrine has been left ont. Shall we lose it? 1 
entreat you to stop before you go further. What 
harm will there be in putting back this ques- 
tion? Are you to gurrender your distinctive 
doctrines one byone He would deeply regret 
it if the conference failed to walk boidiy up and 
take a stand on this question. He prayed the 
restoration of the question. 

N H Lee, clerical, Louisville confereuce, spoke 
in favor of the restoration. The doctrine of per 
fect love must not only be taught in our theo- 
logical writings, we want it in our discipline. 
The present questions in the shape in which are 
cherish it. The dietinctive question is that 
which has been left out and which we want to 
restore. This is our distinctive doc- 
trince and when men come to 
present themselves for our ministry, taey should 
be questioned in the strongest way on this doc 
trine. There isa tendency to abandon the doc- 
trine of perfect love. We should cling to it all 
the more firmly. 

Dr Lovick Pierce rose to address the confer~ 
ence on the question. He said he should not 
have presented himself unasked. He bad re- 
ceived a note asking an expression of his opin- 
ion on the subject under consideration. He must 
respond. “I confess that I deeply regretted 
when I first learned ihat those beautiful words 
“Do you expect to be made perfect in love in 
this life ?’ had been left out of the discipline. 
They have no business tobeout. [am giad to 
8-e that you are disposed to restore the question. 
The question, “are you striving to attain pere 
fection?” is very different from the question ‘*D» 
you expectto be made perfect in lové in this 
life”’ Agreat many of you are after sanctifica- 
tion, but you never expect to get. For myseif lam 
giad this subject has been unexpectedly dis- 
cussed before this venerable body. I hope lI 
may die. and I may say let me be buried, before 
Methodism is bereft of such a flavor as this. 
The blessed faith that we may be made perfec: 
in love by the biood of Christ in thislife Blese- 
ed be God that I have had ap opportunity to 
speak to you on this question. 

The remarks weve full of unction of power 
and were beard with g:eat interest by the en- 
tire confereace. 

Dr Evans sai‘l it waz due to himself to say tnat 
the committee had acted in his absence. He 
had no objection to the restoration of the ques- 
tion. : 

DrJ 8 Key called the previous question. It 
was ordered on the amendment to strike ont 
*non” in the adverse report. The amendment 
was adopted by a large majority. 

A question arcse as to whether the item should 
lie on the table uncer the rule. The general 
sense seemed to be thatthe question should lie 
on the table under the rule. 

It was moved by Dr Sommers to suspend the 
rules and act on the amended report at once. 
The rules were suspended and the item as 
amended was adopted. a 

The report was continued. The committee 
reported non-concurrence in the following me- 
morials and resolutions:

The priest insisted, ani told him if he would 
only fill the part then he would not ask him 
agaic. At last he consented, but for the last 
time. Gomez is now one of the staunchest Pro- 
testaiit ministers in Mexico. Imagine how it 
thrilled my heart to hear the brother tell of this 
work in foreign lands. Oh! I am greatly in fa- 
vor of this American Bible society. "’ 
The bishop’s remarks were gladly heard and 
made adeepimpression. | 
A H Redford, clerical, Louisville conference, 
offered the report on the support of the bishops, 
which be asked shvuld be referred to the com.

AUSTRIAN FIERCENESS. 

Pesto, May 15.—M. Tizsa said ob- 
jections to the treaty related as much 
to the stipulations affecting the eastern 
asthe western half of the Balkan pe- 
ninsula, and that the repeated insinu~ 
ations of the intention on the part of 
the government to fo'low the policy of 
allowing things to take their own 
course in the east, bad never had the 
slightest foundation. This declaration 
was received with cheers. Credit will 
probably be voted by a great majority. 

SEV ERE MEASURES THREATENED. 

Lonpon, May 15.—A _ special from 
Constantinople to the Times says Gen. 
Todleben declares that unless the 
Turkish insurgents disperse he will 
adopt severe repressive measures. 

A telegram from Batoum states that 
a concentration of seven thousand 
Mussulman inbabitants at Lazistan, in 
Ardanutch aistrict, has compeiled the 
Russians to retreat, and a rapid gath- 
ering of armed bands renders untenable 
the Russian positions at Livona and on 
the Choruk river. 

ACTIVITY IN ROUMANIA. 

Lonpon, May 15 — Advices from 
Bucharest state that detachments of 
Russian reserves and recruits continue 
to pass through Roumania for regi» 
imen‘s in the field, some totally ignor- 
ant of military drill. Trains of ammu- 
nition are also passing tothe Danube. 
The Russians will make additional con. 
tracts in Roumania for txansport of 
carts and animals. It is said that three 
thousand more have been ordered to he 
ready in two weeks for service south 
of the Danube. Renewed activity 
prevails in the Servian arsena 8. 
Orders have been issued to the factory 
at Kragnjeratz to increase the produc~ 
tion of the Peabody maritime ammuni- 
tion to amount to forty thousand 
rounds per day. All the serviceable 
artillery in store has been ordered to 
be mounted and sent immediately to 
the front.

The Farm and 
Fireside says: A comparatively recent 
invesligativa shows that there are over 
100,000 dogs in Georgia, which annual- 
ly destroy ue.rly 30,000 sheep, valued 
at $80,000. At this time there were 
only thirty-one dogs to every sheep. 
It is estimated that.while only six per 
cent are destroyed by oe fifteen 
per cent are anpually killed by dogs. 

t is further estimated that the dogs 

uire as food, in addition to the 30,- 

sheep, an amount of food which, if 
fed to hogs, would produce bacon 
enough to afford an annual supply suf- 
ficient to feed 50,000 laboring men. 
Kansas, though one among the best 
adapted states for wool-growing, has 
74640 dogs. And so it is in a 
state in the union. Hardly a w 

that we do not see an account of 
sheep being killed by dogs. The ag- 
gregate pumber thus slaughtered ex- 
ceeds over 1,000,000 head. There are, 
in the United Sta about 32,000,000 
sheep and 8,000 000 or about one 
dog to every five persons. It is esti- 
mated that these dogs eat enough 
aside from the sheep they kill, to feed 
and fatten 5,000,000 h each worth 
about $12, or $60,000,000. 

To the average farmer, sheep raising 
is more profitable than dog raising, in 
spite of the combined o ng infiu- 
ences of dogs and their allies, political 
wire workers. In the cotton growin 
states it has been demonstrated that it 
costs no more to raise a pound of wool 
than one of cotton, and the market 
value of the wool is three times as grea..

The New Process of fleur Makiog. 
Almost everybody knows of the flour, 
but not every one understands what it 


is. Stripped of technicalities, this is per- — 


haps bout the story of ite manuiac- 
ture: The best flour used to be made 
of winter wheat. Spring wheat yielded 
either much less in quantity, or else so 
much of the bran got into the flour in 
its manufacture that ite color wae intol- 
erably dark. The wheat would be 
ground and then bolted. In the refuse 
—the bran and midd ings —would be in- 
cluded a large ape of the weight 
of the spring wheat, and this would sell 
more particularly for feed for horses. 
Now the beat of floar, and the most ez- 
pensive, is made of this very refuse of 
the old-fashioned process. It all came

The vitality of quarrels among Chris- 
tians is proverbia!, but it is doubtful if 
any other difference of opinion having 
so slight foundation in reason has lasted 
so lopg or caused so much ill-will in 
this country as the split in the Meth- 
od'st Episcopa! church on the color line. 
Few of the present generation remem- 
ber its origin,and still fewer know why 
it should be continned. Away back ia 
the aote-bellum period, long before 
slavery had reallv become a question of 
national politics, a dispute be- 
tween the northern and southern wings 
of the Methodist church as to the mora. 
right of a clergyman to own slaves, led 
to a rupture which has never been 
healed. Bishop Andrews, a very prom- 
inent divine in the south, was # slave- 
holder. His northern br.thren regard- 
ed traffic in humanity as unchristian 
and demoralizing, and they made 
an effort to haye the bann of the 
cburch laid upon it. The ecriptures 
were ransacked for reasons on both sides 
and, as usual in all controversies in 
which the Bibie is appealed to, each 
party found sufficient evidence to con- 
vince itself that it was right and the 
opposition wrong. Zeal was stronger 
than judgment, and the breach was 
only widened by every effort made to 
effect a reconciliation, Tae southern 
branch insisted that slavery was a 
necessary institution in their section, 
with which thechurch had no right to 
interfere. Inthe north abolition doc- 
trines were making headway, and the 
cause found no s.urdier champions than 
among the Methodist preachers and 
their flocks. 

It was almost inevitable that a sect 
famous for its aggressive nature should 
divide upon this issue. That the di 
vision occurred earlier in the Metho 
dist church than between the politi- 
cians was doubtless due to the fact that 
the churchmen were then, as now, 
fiercely aggressive for what they be- 
lieved to be right, while the polli- 
ticians were temporizers. For several 
— before the war ill-feelirg ran so 

igh that there was but little commu- 
nication between the two great branch. 
es known as the Methodist Episcopal 
church, north, and the Mithodist Epis-~ 
copal church, south. General coutfer- 
ences were held in each section, but all 
attempts to unite them proved futile. 
There were no sturdier champions 
of their respeciive sections during 
the great conflict than the Methodist 
clergymen. Not a few of them on both 
sides of the line stepped out of the pul. 
pit and into the ranks. There is good 
reason to assume tiat geography ratber 
than rejigion shaped the convictions of 
these militant Methodists. Their be- 
hef regarding slavery was formed by 
the pressure of public opinion. It was 
the same with members of other reii- 
gious and secular bodies. While the 
war lasted there was no possibility of 
are-union of the divided sections of 
the church, and no efforts to that end 
was made. Political passion ran too 
high to permit the milder influence of 
Christianity to assert tueir sway. 

But the war wiped out s avery, the 
original cause of contention. It was 
torn up by the roots, and no one hopes 
or expects to see it planted again. 
Gradually the aniwosities engendered 
during twenty years of civil and five 
years of military strife have disappear- 
ed in the Jagt decade. Conciliation is 
now the watchword. The soldiers who 
survived the dangers and hardships of 
war have smoked the pipe of peace. The 
politicians have clasped hands across 
the bloody chasm. In the coun« 
cils of the nation the hostile leaders on 
both sid-s then are united now. A re- 
pul .cau president has chcsen for his 
trusted advisers men who wore the 
confederate gray aud always voted the 
democratic ticket. The house of repre- 
sentatives has thrice chosen a “rebel 
brigadier” to keep its doors and 
dispense its patronage. Yet in 
the face ot all these signs of forgive- 
ness and reconciliation the split in the 
Methodist church remains. The breth- 
ren are atill divided, although the arbi- 
trament of war has removed the origi- 
nal cause of their difference. Tne gos~ 
pel of peace and good will makes its 
slowest progress among its warmest ex- 
pounders. The generai conference 
of the Methodist church routh is now 
in session in Atlanta. Why should not 
the two wings re-unite? What sat- 
isfactory reason can there be given for 
the longer continuance of a quarrel 
when the issue which caused it is dead 
and buried? At most the difference 
was political ; on points of doctrine the 
two wings have never disagreed. A 
reunion now would forge new bonds of 
amity between the north and the south, 
just as the original disagreement dia 
much to bring on the conflict. The 
quarrel was accounted of sufficient im- 
portance to attract the attention of the 
statesmen of both sides aimoat fil:y 
years ag Hayne alluded to it in his 
debate with Webster, and the lat’er in 
replying, deplored the separation, 
while he censured the unchristian 
spirit which led toit. Let the south~- 
ern brethren take steps towards a re- 
conciliatien. We haye confidence that 
an effort in that direction would be 
icc seconded in the north.

‘Mr. Cooper is quite a stout and healthy man 
for his axje—he was 87 years old the 12th of last 
February. He didn’t taik much ot his plans 
in reference to the :chool at Limestone springs, 
but was disposed to discuss farming. He said 
be was going to have an experiment in farm- 
ing tried on his new place. About thirty years 
ago, continued he, aseedy looking man came 
into my office and cifered to sell me a great se- 
cret for $30 He was +o persistent and hiscon- 
dition was so pitiful that I finally concluded to 
buy it. I paid him the money and he told me 
the secret.”’ 

Mr. Cooper then ;roceeded to relate that it 
was process of treating seed corn which would 
double its productive power.. The cern should 
be covered with giue and rolled successively in 
lime, guano, &c , and glanted with the accumvu- 
lation thus gathered around it. I gave the 
recipe, continued he, to a man in New York 
state, and he reported that the yield of the corn 
so treated was double that planted in the usual 
way. I have a barrel of giue with me and in- 
tead to try the experiment.’ ”
